Advisory  Committee  on  Retail  Trade. — The  names  of  members 
[the  Committee  recently  set  up  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  advise

Joseph  Hallsworth  (general  secretary,  National  Union  of  Dis- 
Dutive  and  Allied  Workers)  ;  Mr.  G.  M.  Hann  (general  secretary, 
Itional  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen 

Clerks)  ;  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Greenwood  (a  director,  Boots,  Ltd.). 

Resolution  on  Dispensing  Fees. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
bston-super-Mare  Association  of  Pharmacists  the  following 
lolution  was  passed:  "In  view  of  the  increasing  cost  of  over- 
J-ds,  and  especially  of  the  fact  that  the  National  Health  Insurance 
lieme  is  to  be  considerably  widened  on  January  i,  1942,  with 
^sequent  serious  loss  of  private  dispensing,  we  consider  that  the 
bsent  dispensing  fees,  being  quite  inadequate,  should  be  materially 
freased." 

Purchase  Tax. — An  unregistered  broker,  acting  as  agent  who 
es  not  wish  to  disclose  the  name  of  his  customer  or  supplier 
ly,  where  both  the  latter  are  registered,  adopt  the  following 
rangements : — (i)   The  customer  forwards  a  written  order  for 

goods,  bearing  the  prescribed  statement  as  to  registration, 
I'tificate  number,  etc.,  to  the  broker,  together  with  a  written 
]thorisation.    These   documents    are   retained    by   the  broker 

inspection.  (2)  The  broker  provides  a  written  order  to  his 
pplier,  and  a  written  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  order  is 
teed  on  behalf  of  the  customer  who  is  the  holder  of  a  purcha.se 
K  registration  certificate  and  is  purchasing  the  goods  as  stock, 
lis  statement  must  be  signed  by  the  broker  or  by  an  authorised 
[iployee.  (3)  The  supplier  may  supply  goods  free  of  tax  to  the 
oker  on  the  authority  of  the  latter  statement.  The  orders  bearing 
Is  statement  should  be  retained  by  the  suppliers  for  inspection 
the  Customs  and  Excise. 

.  Blackpool  Branch  Annual  Meeting. — At  the  annual  meeting 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Branch  held  recently,  Mr.  A.  R. 
pebottom  (president)  in  the  chair,  the  secretary  reported  an 
crease  in  membership.  A  ladies'  committee,  formed  to  raise  money 
f  the  Society's  War-aid  Fund,  hoped  to  collect  ;^300  in  the  year. 
Jith  the  approval  of  the  secretary  of  the  Society  the  committee 
Id  decided  to  send  a  letter  to  all  members  pointing  out  the  increased 


cost  of  postage  and  stationery  and  the  reduced  grant  from  the 
Society,  asking  members  to  state  whether  they  desire  notice  of 
further  meetings.  The  treasurer  reported  a  slight  profit  on  the  year, 
despite  increased  costs,  mainly  due  to  a  saving  in  printing  costs. 
The  president  stated  that  at  a  past-presidents'  meeting  it  had  been 
decided  to  postpone  the  election  of  president  for  a  further  year, 
owing  to  the  war,  and  automatically  the  office  of  vice-president  was 
retained.  The  secretary  (Mr.  P.  Varley),  treasurer  (Mr.  T.  A. 
Durkin)  and  auditors  (Messrs.  Crossley  and  Huddart)  were  re- 
elected, together  with  the  following  committee :  Messrs.  Barnes, 
Blackhurst,  Cardwell,  Coope,  Furness,  Huddart,  Harris,  Ludlam, 
and  Ouinn. 

North  London  Annual  Meeting. — The  twenty-ninth  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association  and 
Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  was  held  on  May  27.  The  chairman  (Mr.  L.  H. 
Hayward)  reviewed  the  work  of  the  session.  The  officers  elected 
were  Messrs.  L.  Hayward,  President  and  Chairman ;  N.  Booth, 
Vice-chairman;  L.  C.  Brooks,  Treasurer;  A.  E.  Footitt,  Secre- 
tary, 28  Hill  Rise,  Potter's  Bar.  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (assistant  secre- 
tary. Pharmaceutical  Society)  then  addressed  the  meeting  on 
"The  Pharmacist  and  Military  Service."  Lively  discussion  followed. 
Mr,  Skinner  and  Dr.  Coutts  reported  that  an  effort  was  being  made 
to  place  hospital  pharmacists,  together  with  other  members  of 
hospital  staffs,  on  a  protected  basis.  Mr.  Lain  asked  what  was  the 
position  of  a  pharmacist  engaged  in  general  industry,  and  Mr. 
Adams  replied  that  a  man  must  be  engaged  in  pharmaceutical 
work  in  order  to  come  within  the  reservation.  Mr.  Simons  expressed 
concern  at  a  possible  serious  shortage  of  pharmacists.  Mr.  Adams 
said  he  did  not  know  the  answer,  but  it  would  depend  upon  the 
duration  of  hostilities.  The  problem  of  demobilisation  after  the 
war  had  also  to  be  faced.  Mr.  Matthews  inquired  as  to  the  precise 
age  of  reservation  of  the  191 1  class,  and  Mr.  Adams  said  the  date 
of  military  registration  would  be  the  criterion.  Mr.  Jinks  asked 
what  would  become  of  the  one-man  pharmacy  run  by  a  proprietor 
under  thirty.  Would  assistance  be  given  by  the  Society  to  enable 
the  business  to  carry  on  ?  Mr.  Adams  explained  that  such  problems 
would  in  the  first  place  be  dealt  with  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees. Mr.  Hearle  said  that  the  N.P.U.  would  endeavour  to 
prevent  the  closing  of  shops  as  far  as  possible.  Mr.  Royal  deplored 
the  status  of  pharmacists  in  the  services  compared  with  that  of 
the  medical  and  dental  professions.  Mr.  Cox  .said  he  thought  that 
the  military  authorities  should  be  impressed  by  the  wastage  of 
man-power  which  occurred  through  the  employment  of  unqualified 
tutorial  staff  in  the  services  on  duties  for  which  the  pharmacist 
was  obviously  the  person.

Medical  Mission  Centenary. — The  Edinburgh  Association  for 
Sending  Medical  Aid  to  Foreign  Countries  this  year  celebrates  the 
centenary  of  its  foundation. 

Luncheon  Address. — Dr.  A.  Scott  Dodd  (Edinburgh  City 
Analyst)  addressed  the  Edinburgh  City  Business  Club  on  "The 
Application  of  Chemistry  and  Science  to  Forensic  and  Business 
Problems,"  on  May  23. 

Partnership. — Mr.  Alex.  Sherriffs,  M.P.S.,  21  Ayr  Street, 
Troon,  has  taken  his  son,  Mr.  Robert  N.  Sherriffs,  M.P.S.,  into 
partnership.  The  business  will  be  carried  on  under  the  style  of 
Alex.  Sherriffs  &  Son,  chemists  and  opticians. 
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EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 


Books  for  Canadian  Troops. — The  Toronto  Retail  Druggists' 
Association  has  started  a  campaign  to  collect  books  for  the 
troops. 

Commissioned  Pharmacists  in  Canada. — A  list  of  pharmacists 
holding  commissioned  rank  in  the  Canadian  army  was  recently 
issued  ;  it  includes  a  major,  six  captains  and  sixteen  lieutenants. 

Egyptian  Chemicals  Imports. — The  value  of  imports  of  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  products  into  Egypt  during  the  first  six  months 
of  1940  was  ;^E657,749,  compared  with  ;^E345,oii  in  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  the  previous  year. 

Pretoria  Pharmacists'  Donation. — A  sum  of  £i2()  los.  has  been 
collected  by  the  Pretoria  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  response  to  an 
appeal  for  the  relief  of  distressed  chemists  and  druggists  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  money  will  be  sent  to  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Socie'ty  of  Great  Britain. 

Cinchona  Subsidy  Suggested  in  India. — The  wisdom  of  sub- 
sidising private  growers  of  cinchona  in  India  is  being  urged  by  the 
Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Association,  which  points  out  that, 
if  effective  anti-malarial  treatment  is  to  be  provided  in  India,  at 
least  6  lakh  lb.  of  quinine  will  be  required  annually.  Present  con- 
sumption is  about  2  lakh  lb.,  of  which  India  produces  about  70,000  lb. 
the  remainder  being  imported  from  abroad. 

Dispensing  Business  in  Canada. — According  to  a  "first  annual" 
survey  carried  out  by  the  "Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Journal," 
the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  200  pharmacies  from  which 
replies  to  the  journal's  questionnaire  had  been  received  was 
11,511,500  (average  2,990  per  pharmacy),  against  10,429,650  (average 
2,709)  in  1930.  Thevalue  was  19,205,350,  against  $8, 104,250  in  1930. 
The  average  value  per  prescription  rose  from  78c.  in  1930  to  80c. 
in  1940. 

Moderate  Counsels  Prevail  in  Egypt. — The  Egyptian  Chamber 
of  Deputies  has  referred  back  a  report  of  its  finance  committee  on 
the  subject  of  company  law.  The  effect  of  proposals  made  in  this 
report  would  have  been  to  compel  foreign  firms  to  keep  books  and 
accounts  in  Arabic.  The  Chamber's  decision  was  taken  after  a 
statement  by  the  Premier  in  which  he  declared  that  Parliament 
had  respected  and  welcomed  foreign  residents  and  had  not  adopted 
an  attitude  of  hostility  towards  their  financial  and  commercial 
institutions.  Foreigners  would  not  deny  that  the  capitulations — 
abolished  four  years  ago — had  handicapped   Egyptians  in  the 


economic  field,  and  that  Egyptians  were  now  entitled  to  facilities  i. 
conformity  with  their  rights  and  interests.  Nevertheless  it  wa 
reahsed  that  progress  must  be  gradual  and  that  nothing  should  b 
done  to  antagonise  foreign  interests. 

Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  South  Africa.— Chemist 
and  druggists  from  the  four  Provinces  met  in  Durban  on  April  i 
for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societie 
of  South  Africa.  The  association  had  a  long  list  of  resolutions  t 
consider.  An  amended  resolution  to  establish  a  fund  to  be  call& 
the  Returned  Soldiers'  Pharmaceutical  Education  Fund,  aimed  t 
assist  deserving  students  on  their  return  from  war  service  to  pa 
for  their  pharmaceutical  education  until  such  time  as  they  hav 
sat  for  their  qualifying  examination,  was  approved.  Subscription 
will  be  invited  from  all  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Union;  th 
money  raised  will  be  administered  by  three  trustees  to  be  electe 
by  registered  members  of  the  Associated  Societies.  The  Easter 
Districts  Society  moved  that  the  Pharmacy  Board  should  alter  th 
dates  of  balancing  habit-forming-drug  registers,  and  the  Nate 
Pharmaceutical  Society  that  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societie 
should  take  steps  to  curtail  the  issue  of  patent  medicine  Ucence! 
The  Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society  presented  a  resolution,  "th 
the  conference  views  with  concern  that,  where  a  registered  chemis 
or  druggist  acts  as  a  locum  tenens  for  another  chemist,  he  is  subje 
to  the  operations  of  the  Shops  and  Offices  Act  and  may  only  wor 
the  number  of  days  and  hours  laid  down  by  the  Act."  The  sam 
branch  offered  a  further  resolution  drawing  attention  to  the  fac 
that  the  Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Act  requires  every  chemi, 
shop  to  be  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  registered  chemis 
or  druggist,  and  asking  the  conference  to  request  the  South  Africa: 
Pharmacy  Board  to  make  representations  to  safeguard  the  locui 
tenens  from  the  operation  of  the  Shops  and  Offices  Act.  A  resolutio: 
that  a  chemists'  war  fund  to  assist  chemists  and  druggists  in  Grea 
Britain  should  be  established  immediately  was  passed  after  considei 
able  discussion,  and  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society  started  th 
fund  with  a  cheque  for  £100.  Finally,  the  meeting  accepted  th 
following  resolution:  "That  in  the  opinion  of  this  conference  th 
professional  activities  of  chemists,  druggists,  unregistered  assistant 
and  apprentices  are  matters  entirely  for  the  South  African  Pharmac; 
Board  and  that  conditions  of  employment  are  outside  the  scope  0 
the  Department  of  Labour,  and,  further,  that  the  Pharmacy  Boan 
be  requested  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  assume  this  control." 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


A  Chec|uered  Prospect. — The  hundredth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (p.  322)  was  the  occasion  of  a  discreet 
presidential  statement  that  reflected  the  uncertainties  of  the  period 
through  which  we  are  passing.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  activities 
of  the  Society  are  "centred  in  five  towns,"  with  resultant  incon- 
venience cheerfully  borne  by  those  most  immediately  affected. 
The  shouldering  of  this  burden  thus  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the 
Society's  staff,  but  some  frustration  in  working  is  inevitable.  On 
the  two  amending  Acts  of  Parliament  expected  the  president  had 
little  to  add  to  his  previous  statements ;  and  you  have  made 
appropriately  critical  comment  in  your  first  editorial  article  on 
p.  327.  The  next  move  in  both  these  matters  lies  with  the  Govern- 
ment. Mr.  Deacon  ended  on  a  note  of  optimism  justifiable  on 
general  grounds.  Yet  I  miss  in  this  part  of  his  address  a  due 
appreciation  of  the  stern  nature  of  the  struggle  in  which  the  nation 
and  the  Empire  are  engaged.  I  doubt,  too,  whether  the  provincial 
citizen  finds  it  easier  to  see  the  war  in  "true  perspective"  than  the 
inhabitant  of  London  does.  No  village  is  too  remote  from  larger 
centres  of  population  to  receive  the  attention  of  raiders ;  and  even 
if  there  were  exceptions  of  this  kind,  we  are  all  linked  in  the  suffering, 
physical  and  mental,  that  civilians  are  undergoing.  As  for  the 
future,  if  the  conditions  of  post-war  reconstruction  afford  oppor- 
tunities for  achieving  many  of  the  pharmaceutical  ideals  desired, 
though  not  named,  by  the  president,  it  is  none  the  less  true  that 
pharmacists  will  have  to  be  the  architects  of  their  own  fortunes. 
The  history  of  legislation  supplies  more  than  one  example  of  the 
ineffectiveness  of  the  effort  put  forth  by  organised  pharmacy  when 
in  conflict  with  numerically  larger  interests. 

Herb  Collecting. — As  one  who  has  found  recreation  combined 
with  instruction  in  field  botany,  I  have  read  your  hints  on  the 
collection  of  herbs  (p.  325)  with  much  interest.  Stramonium,  the 
first  of  the  plants  mentioned,  is  in  my  experience  an  excessively 
hardy  grower  to  introduce  into  a  garden,  the  trouble  eventually 
being  to  keep  it  within  bounds.  It  may  be  that  it  has  its  preferences 
for  certain  kinds  of  soil.  In  a  lengthy  life  I  have  never  known  conium 


attain  a  prominent  place  in  prescriptions :  some  of  your  reade 
may,  on  the  other  hand,  have  dispensed  it  frequently.  Our  oL 
friend  taraxacum  does  not  appear  in  your  list ;  but  the  root  use 
to  be  collected,  if  I  have  not  forgotten,  somewhat  earlier  than  i 
June,  and  this  circumstance  may  account  for  its  absence.  Inci 
centally,  the  present  spring  appears  to  have  been  remarkabl; 
favourable  to  the  growth  of  this  plant  in  its  wild  state,  hedgero 
that  I  have  passed  showing  more  of  it  than  usual.  It  is  taken  f 
granted  that  your  subscribers  are  conversant  with  methods  0 
drying  herbs.  They  need  hardly  be  reminded  that  there  is  not  muc! 
money  in  the  small-scale  cultivation  or  collection  of  medicinal  plants 
A  Revolutionary  Suggestion. — The  bold  suggestion  of  "One  0 
Them"  (p.  328)  that  unqualified  assistants  with  a  specified  kind 
experience  should  be  given  honorary  diplomas  of  membership  0 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  duration  of  the  war  meri 
examination.  One  has  a  certain  sympathy  for  capable  assistant 
who,  through  an  unfavourable  combination  of  circumstances,  hav 
failed  to  qualify  and  cannot  make  a  fresh  attempt ;  but  any  kin( 
of  dilution  of  the  rank  to  which  they  have  aspired  is  a  matter  fo: 
serious  thought.  Some  of  these  assistants  are  excellent  salesmen 
indeed,  I  have  heard  a  successful  man  of  business  declare,  at  1 
chemists'  meeting,  that  he  would  without  hesitation  give  an  unquali 
fied  assistant  a  higher  salary  than  a  qualified  assistant  if  he  prove< 
to  be  worth  it.  The  hard  facl  remains,  however,  that  there  ar 
certain  functions  in  the  conduct  of  a  pharmacy  that  the  unquaUfiec 
cannot  undertake.  Presumably  the  Secretary  of  State  can,  unde 
the  provisions  of  Section  23  (i)  (b)  (iii)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmac; 
Act,  1933,  make  a  Regulation  permitting  a  new  class  of  persons  t( 
handle  poisons  in  pharmacies  and  in  hospitals  to  the  same  exten 
as  registered  pharmacists  are  empowered  to  do ;  but  would  such  ; 
step  be  in  either  the  national  interest  or  in  that  of  pharmacy 
And  are  the  implications  of  so  revolutionary  a  change  realised 
It  may  be  urged  that  it  would  only  be  in  force  for  the  duration  o 
the  war :  nevertheless  it  might  be  made  to  serve  later  as  a  precedem 
for  some  highly  undesirable  innovation.  Xroysef

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Pharmacy  Act  Prosecution. — At  the  Loughborough  Police 
Court,  on  May  21,  Mary  Elsie  Saville  was  summoned  for  the  un- 
authorised sale  of  poison,  and  further  for  selling  poison  not  labelled 
in  the  prescribed  manner.  Both  charges  were  dismissed  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Prosecution. — At  Clerkenwell,  London, 
Police  Court  on  May  30,  William  Arthur  Young,  described  as  a 
trained  nurse,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment  on  a 
number  of  charges,  including  that  of  having  been  in  unlawful 
possession  of  a  dangerous  drug.  For  the  prosecution  it  was  stated 
that  Young  had  been  employed  at  various  hospitals.  He  had  posed 
as  a  medical  man  and  obtained  quantities  of  morphine  from  Mr.  I.  A. 
Thomas,  M.P.S.,  London,  N.W.,  and  from  Boots,  Ltd.,  London, 
N.W.,  by  means  of  orders  written  on  hospital  notepaper,  and  saying 
that  the  drug  was  required  for  a  patient. 

Patents  and  Trade  Marks  Appeal. — An  application  to  expedite 
the  appeal  of  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  from  the  dismissal  by  a  King's 
Bench  Divisional  Court,  on  May  23  (C.  (&■  D.,  May  31,  p.  321),  of 
that  company's  application  for  an  order  prohibiting  the  Comptroller 
of  Patents  from  making  certain  orders  under  the  regulations  framed 
in  accordance  with  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence)  Act,  was  heard 
by  the  Court  of  Appeal  (Lords  Justices  Clauson  and  du  Parcq),  on 
May  30.  After  some  discussion  Lord  Justice  Clauson  said  it  would 
be  better  if  the  applications  to  expedite  were  made  on  the  first  day 
of  the  next  sittings  (June  10)  to  the  full  court  over  which  Lord 
Justice  Scott  would  preside.  It  was  agreed  between  counsel,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Court,  that,  in  the  meantime,  the  Comptroller 
should  take  no  action  under  the  regulations  in  regard  to  any  pending 
applications  affecting  the  appellant  company. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Saccharin  Shortage. — Captain  Plugge  asked  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  May  29  whether  there  was  any 
shortage  of  saccharin  and  what  retail  prices  were  regarded  by  his  Depart- 
ment as  equitable.  Major  Lloyd  George  said  in  reply  that  he  understood 
that  the  amount  of  saccharin  released  to  tablet  manufacturers  was  about 
twenty  times  the  pre-war  figure,  but  there  was  evidence  of  an  unsatisfied 
demand  in  certain  localities.  The  question  of  regulating  retail  prices  had 
already  been  referred  to  the  Central  Prices  Regulation  Committee  set  up 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  administer  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939. 

Shops  Closing  Hours. — Sir  W.  Smithers  asked  the  Home  Secretary 
on  May  28  whether,  since  many  women  were  now  doing  work  of  national 
importance,  and  many  had  only  Saturday  afternoons  left  on  which  to 
do  their  shopping,  he  would  arrange  for  shops  to  remain  open  on  one 
evening  in  the  week,  preferably  Friday,  late  enough  to  enable  housewives 
who  were  away  all  day  at  work  to  do  their  week's  shopping.  Mr.  Peake 
said  the  Minister  appreciated  that  for  many  housewives  Saturday  was  the 
only  afternoon  free  for  shopping  duties.  He  understood  that  shopkeepers 
were  generally  aware  of  this  and  kept  open  later  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
evenings  than  on  other  days. 

Small  Retailers'  Supplies. — Mr.  Wakefield  asked  the  Parliamentar5~ 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  May  28  whether  he  was  aware  that 
small  retailers  were  not  getting  their  share  of  supplies  compared  with  the 
chain  stores  and  multiple  shops,  and  what  steps  he  was  taking  to  arrange 
for  equitable  distribution. 

Major  Lloyd  George :  Small  retailers  are  as  well  placed  as  others  in 
regard  to  their  supplies  of  rationed  foods.  As  regards  unrationed  foods  I 
have  no  evidence  to  suggest  that,  generally  speaking,  the  small  retailers 
are  at  a  disadvantage.  Certain  cases  have,  however,  been  brought  to  my 
notice  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  deal  with  these. 

Retail  Traders. — Commander  Bower  asked  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  whether  he  was  aware  of  the  widespread  alarm  among  shopkeepers 
that  had  been  created  by  the  policy  of  his  Department  in  recommending 
that  they  should  realise  their  stocks  and  find  other  jobs ;  and  whether  he 
would  make  an  early  and  comprehensive  statement  on  the  matter  ?  The 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade  (Captain  Waterhouse) 
regretted  that  his  remarks  had  been  widely  misrepresented.  The  Official 
Report  showed  that  he  had  not  been  making  any  statement  of  policy,  but 
was  merely  putting  forward  the  suggestion  that  in  individual  cases  retailers 
might  find  it  prudent  to  consider  whether  they  should  not  realise  their 
stocks  and  find  other  jobs.  The  Minister  was  not  in  a  position  to  make 
any  further  statement  on  this  matter,  pending  the  investigation  into  retail 
trade  problems  by  the  committee  announced  on  May  13. 

Mr.  De  la  Here  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether  he 
would  endeavour  to  establish  priority  of  supply  to  the  small  trader  rather 
than  to  other  suppliers,  such  as  cinemas,  clubs,  and  canteens,  who  stocked 
commodities  as  side  lines. 

Captain  Waterhouse :  1  am  aware  that  cinemas,  clubs,  and  canteens 
compete  to  some  extent  with  both  large  and  small  shops.  This  problem 
falls  within  the  ambit  of  the  committee  on  retail  trade  which,  as  announced 
on  May  13,  is  being  set  up.  The  special  arrangements,  whereby  the  Navy, 
Army  and  Air  Force  Institutes  were  formerly  able  to  get  unrestricted 
supplies  of  certain  goods  controlled  under  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Orders 
for  their  canteens,  were  cancelled  some  time  ago. 
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According  to  statistics  given  in  the  "Irish  Free  State  Census  of 
Distribution,  1933,"  the  number  of  chemists  and  druggists  shops 
for  that  year  is  stated  as  810  in  the  twenty-six  counties,  nearly  half 
of  the  number  having  a  turnover  of  between  ;£i,ooo  and  ;^2,50o, 
a  quarter  a  turnover  between  £500  and  £1,000,  and  a  seventh 
a  turnover  between  £100  and  £500.  These  figures  are  for  a  year 
when  business  was  comparatively  prosperous.  This  year,  when,  as 
will  generally  be  admitted,  "things  are  not  so  good"  and  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  public  is  much  lower,  the  question  might  be 
asked:  How  many  new  pharmacies  have  been  opened  since  1933, 
and  what  of  the  future  ? 

The  Calendar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  for  1941 
(corrected  up  to  December  i,  1940)  shows  the  number  as  1,494, 
but  this  undoubtedly  includes  a  number  outside  the  twenty-six 
counties.  By  examination  fifty-one  new  licentiates  were  added  to 
the  Register  since  October  i,  1939,  and  must  be  taken  as  included 
in  the  total.  The  number  who  had  died  since  October  i,  1939,  is 
nineteen.  The  number  of  Preliminary  registrations  (apprentices) 
is  given  as  126  between  October  i,  1939,  and  OctolDer  i,  1940. 
Since  October  last,  in  five  months,  135  more  apprentices  have  been 
registered.  The  number  of  registered  druggists  and  associate 
druggists  is  431,  some  of  these  are  also  outside.  The  number  of 
qualified  assistants  is  345.  There  is  no  mention  in  the  Calendar  of 
"the  legion  of  the  lost" — the  unqualified  assistants.  The  number  of 
.  members  of  the  Society,  including  life  members,  is  654 ;  there  are 
two  chemists  and  druggists  on  the  list. 

The  figures  for  the  six  Northern  Counties  are  as  follows  : —

Eight  members  and  two  associates  had  died  during  the  year. 

The  combined  figures  show  2,554  pharmaceutical  chemists  on  the 
two  Registers,  ten  chemists  and  druggists,  570  registered  druggists, 
and  837  apprentices. 

The  Census  of  1933  has  many  more  interesting  facts  for  chemists. 
For  example,  the  number  of  grocery  and  provision  shops  is  given  as 
13,814  ;  sweet  tobacco  and  newspaper  shops,  3,716  ;  paper,  stationery 
and  bookshops,  184  ;  hucksters  shops,  1,788  ;  and  other  and  general 
shops,  2,880.  In  1933  there  was  a  shop  for  nearly  every  si.xty-five 
persons  in  the  twenty-six  counties,  and  out  of  every  pound  sterling 
spent  by  the  public,  only  five  pennies  found  their  way  into  the 
chemist's  till.  The  grand  total  of  all  shops  in  1933  was  nearly  46,000. 
Has  any  other  calling  in  life  to  face  such  fierce  competition  as 
pharmacy  or  enjoy  less  protection  from  the  State  ? 

Looking  at  it  in  terms  of  £  s.  d.  it  might  be  put  this  way: 
Supposing  each  of  these  46,000  competitors  secured  ten  shillings 
worth  of  business  a  week  from  chemists,  that  is  £26  per  year  or  a  total 
of  £1,196,000,  and  taking  it  that  there  are  now  1,000  chemists  shops 
(1941)  in  the  twenty-six  counties,  it  would  mean  an  average  addi- 
tional turnover  to  each  man  in  business  of  £1,196  per  annum.  That 
is  something  well  worth  striving  for  by  masters,  managers,  assistants 
and  approved  wholesalers  and  manufacturers.  A  million  pounds 
worth  of  business  to  be  shared  should  be  sufficient  incentive  for 
every  one  concerned  to  get  together  and  drop  the  minor  and  petty 
things  that  have  been  blinding  us  to  facts  for  years.  To  get  anything 
effective  done  a  change  of  outlook  is  the  first  absolute  necessity. 
Conflicting  interests,  extreme  individualism  and  reactionary  thought 
should  not  be  allowed  to  spoil  this  stirring  of  the  pharmaceutical 
mind.  Each  person  should  realise  that  improving  the  status  of 
pharmacy  is  his  or  her  job,  and  get  down  to  it  without  further  delay. 
Up  to  the  present  there  has  been  a  great  waste  of  effort  between  the 
various  pharmaceutical  bodies.  A  co-ordination  of  these  bodies  and 
a  definite  attempt  by  them  to  formulate  a  plan  of  campaign  is  one 
of  the  crying  needs  of  the  day.  A  little  goodwill,  a  little  backbone, 
and  a  fair  amount  of  common  sense  will  go  a  long  way  to  meet  our 
difficulties. 

Changes  are  coming  whether  chemists  like  them  or  not,  and  there 
will  be  little  place  in  the  post-war  world  for  unorganised  or  badly 
organised  bodies.  Now  is  the  time  to  get  going  and  plan  for  the 
future,  such  as :  (a)  A  new  Pharmacy  Bill  or  fair  amendments  to 
the  present  one  with  particular  attention  to  the  views  put  forward 
by  the  Compounders'  Association;  (b)  a  reasonable  limitation  of 
apprentices  ;  (c)  a  limitation  of  pharmacies  on  a  basis  of  population, 
or  any  other  common-sense  basis  with  a  liberal  interpretation  for 
new  and  growing  areas  ;  {d)  a  joint  body  to  prepare  and  put  through 
this  programme. — M.  J.  O'Romke,  M.P.S.I.

IRISH  PHARMACISTS  AND  REDCROS! 

Ax  the  headquarters  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  on  May  2 
some  seventy  licentiates  received  First  Aid  certificates  from  the  Iris 
Red  Cross  Society.  At  the  same  meeting  the  suggestion  that  a  specia 
chemists'  Red  Cross  Corps  be  formed  was  unanimously  agreed  to  and 
Committee  appointed  to  launch 
the  new  corps.  The  certificates 
were  presented  by  Dr.  T.  A. 
Bouchier  Hayes,  Dublin  Divi- 
sional Director  of  the  Irish  Red 
Cross,  the  recipients  including 
Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill,  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  John 
Gleeson,  vice-president,  Mr.  Jas. 
J.  Kerr,  registrar,  Mr.  Jas.  Dug- 
gan  and  Mr.  Hugh  P.  Corrigan, 
members  of  the  Council,  and  Mr. 
Patrick  F.  McGrath,  president  of 
the  Irish  Drug  Association.  Dr. 
Hayes  said  he  wished  first  of  all 
to  congratulate  Mr.  Kerr  on  his 
insistence  upon  first  aid  classes 
for  chemists.  When  it  came  to 
qualified  people  like  chemists  the 
Red  Cross  had  in  mind  something 
very  different  from  what  was 
proposed  for  the  ordinary  first 
aider.  Instead  of  dividing  them- 
selves out  over  different  divisions 
he  suggested  that  they  form  a 
separate  chemists'  corps  or  division.  The  really  important  work  sucl 
as  stretcher  drill,  the  handling  of  patients,  loading  and  unloading  o 
ambulances,  grading  casualties  as  to  which  would  be  treated  first,  anc 
transporting  the  injured  were  all  attainments  that  could  only  be  obtained 
by  practice  as  a  corps.  Chemists  must  be  regarded  as  in  a  difi^erent  categor5 
from  the  ordinary  public. 

Mr.  Cahill,  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical.  Society,  said  thev  wen 
anxious  to  co-operate  to  the  fullest  extent,  but  it  was  onlv  fair  to  explaii 
that  every  pharmacy  in  the  city  had  been  offered  to  the  A.R.P.  authoritiei 
as  an  emergency  First  Aid  Post.  That  meant  such  posts  would  have  to  b( 
staffed  by  the  proprietor  or  a  substitute.  In  addition  many  pharmacists 
were  associated  in  one  way  or  another  with  the  local  defence  and  securit) 
forces,  while  chemists,  and  qualified  assistants,  had  volunteered  to  stafi 
the  City  first  aid  stations.  Now  they  had  seventy  chemists  with  first'aic 
certificates,  and  thirty  more  licentiates  doing  the  course,  which  would  give 
them  a  group  of  about  one  hundred.  How  best  to  use  these  chemists  was 
the  question.  Mr.  C.  H.  Fielding  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  who  was  demon 
strator  to  the  chemists'  Red  Cross  classes,  said  even  if  pharmacists  wen 
not  available  to  work  collectively  they  should  come  together  at  least  onc< 
a  week  to  do  an  advanced  course,  and  from  that  to  the  tutorial  stage 
where  they  would  be  able  to  give  instruction.  The  main  thing  was  that 
chemists  should  advance  beyond  the  ordinary  lay  standard  of  first  aid 
Mr.  Kerr  mentioned  that  over  eighty  chemists  and  assistants  had  volun- 
teered for  duty  at  the  first  aid  stations  in  the  City.  With  this  number  thej 
hoped  to  be  able  to  give  a  twenty-four  hour  service  in  an  emergency. 

Mr.  Cahill  said  that  if  by  organising  as  a  corps  it  meant  better  and 
advanced  first  aid  training  for  chemists  this  was  very  desirable.  A 
committee  was  then  elected  with  Mr.  J.  Gleeson  as  chairman,  with 
Miss  Deery,  Miss  Campbell,  Mr.  Gus  Walsh,  Mr.  D.  Reddy,  Mr.  M.  Rooney, 
Mr.  John  J.  Smith  and  Mr.  T.  Burke. 

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

Sulphanilamide  in  Otitis  Media. — Successful  treatments  of  acute 
suppurative  otitis  media  occurring  in  children  by  means  of  early 
use  of  sulphanilamide  in  adequate  dosage  without  local  treatment 
are  described  by  Jessiman  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  (March 
15.  P-  398)- 

Eserine  and  Prostigmine  in  Epilepsy. — In  a  study  of  seven 
cases  of  epilepsy  Williams  and  Russell  ("Lancet,"  April  12,  p.  476) 
found  that  in  six  patients  eserine  administered  in  doses  not  large 
enough  to  cause  symptoms  reduced  petit-mal  activity :  larger  doses 
increased  it.  Prostigmine  invariably  caused  an  increase  in  the  petit- 
mal  activity  in  ten  experiments.  The  effect  of  eserine  was  reversed 
by  prostigmine  and  the  effect  of  prostigmine  and  of  large  doses  of 
eserine  was  abolished  by  atropine. 

Vitamin  K  in  Liver  Disease. — Investigations  carried  out  by 
Reid  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  April  19,  p.  579)  into  the  treat- 
ment of  haemorrhage  in  hepatic  and  biliary  diseases  confirm  earUer 
work.  It  is  suggested  that  prothrombin  deficiency  after  operation 
in  these  conditions  may  be  due  to  deficient  intake  of  vitamin  K 
in  the  restricted  post-operative  diet.  Routine  pre-operative  admin- 
istration of  vitamin  K  is  recommended.  A  new  water-soluble 
preparation  (2-methyl-i  :  4-naphthohydroquinone  disuccinate), 
injected  intravenously,  has  been  found  to  be  as  efficient  as' 
2-methyl-i  :  4-naphthoquinone  in  increasing  the  amount  of  pro- 
thrombin in  the  blood  when  there  is  a  deficiency.

WAR-TIME  COSMETIC  FORMULAS 


VI. — Face  Powders 

N  considering  the  question  of  face  powder  formulation,  it  is 
)rtant  to  remember  that  no  one  powder  will  suit  every  type 
in.  Thus  the  composition  of  face  powders  must  vary  according 
hether  they  are  to  be  used  on  dry,  normal  or  oily  skins.  The 
erty  which  varies  most  in  face  powders  is  their  covering  power 
iwders  for  dry  skins  requiring  the  least  amount  of  ingredients 
h  give  covering  power,  while  powders  for  oily  skins  should 
ain  a  greater  proportion  of  such  ingredients.  The  terms  light, 
ium  and  heavy,  applied  to  face  powders  intended  for  dry, 
lal  and  oily  skins  respectively,  have  probably  originated  from 
difference  in  covering  power.  There  are  four  main  requirements 
good  face  powder  which  should  be  borne  in  mind.    These  are 
it  should  be  (i)  sufficiently  opaque,  i.e.  have  the  necessary 
ee  of  covering  power,  (2)  easy  to  apply  by  possessing  the  correct 
Lint  of  ingredients  providing  the  "slip"  or  spreading  capacity, 
ufficiently  adhesive,  (4)  capable  of  absorbing  the  perfume  and 
r  and  distributing  them  evenly  throughout  the  powder. 
Raw  Materials. — Although  many  substances  have  been  used 
le  past  in  the  manufacture  of  face  powders,  it  appears  that  a 
)rity  of  powders  on  the  market  contain  varying  amounts  of  the 
wing  principal  ingredients :    Zinc  oxide  and  titanium  dioxide 
overing  agents ;    talc,  and  sometimes  starch,  as  vehicles  or 
nts  for  the  covering  ingredients ;  magnesium  or  zinc  stearates 
ve  the  powder  its  adhesive  property  ;  chalk  and  light  magnesium 
onate  as  absorbents ;   kaolin  as  a  filler  and  to  give  a  certain 
1  to  the  powder.    Many  qualities  of  these  materials  are  avail- 
but  only  the  highest  grades  should  be  used  in  preparing  face 
ers.  The  choice  of  the  grade  of  talc  to  be  used  will  depend  on 
ype  of  powder  required,  as  the  different  grades  vary  somewhat 
xture,  but  only  those  without  any  trace  of  greyness  should  be 
ted.  As  kaolin  is  heavier  than  talc,  the  weight  per  unit  volume 
e  finished  powder  will  depend  on  the  amount  of  the  former 
oyed.    Several  fine  cosmetic  grades  of  British  colloidal  kaolin 
vailable.  Similarly  several  grades  of  zinc  oxide  are  procurable, 
upon  the  grade  selected  will  depend  the  texture  of  the  finished 
er.  -The  zinc  oxide  should  show  no  trace  of  grittiness.  Only 
amounts  of  magnesium  carbonate  should  be  used,  otherwise 
powder  may  feel  rough  to  the  touch.  The  proportion  of  the 
llic  stearates  also  should  be  limited  to  the  minimum,  as  any 
ss  would  tend  to  give  the  powder  an  undesirable  stickiness, 
use  of  starch  in  face  powders  is  avoided  by  some  manufacturers 
he  grounds  that  it  tends  to  emphasise  light  hairs  on  the  face, 
also  that  it  might  enlarge  the  pores  on  absorbing  moisture,  but 
still  favoured  by  others,  in  spite  of  these  arguments,  because  of 
moothness  it  gives  to  the  finished  powder,  and  also  its  adhesive 
erty.  Rice  starch  is  generally  used  for  the  purpose,  but  some 
prefer  to  use  wheat  starch  as  it  is  heavier  than  the  former, 
'ounteract  any  excessive  dryness  of  the  skin,  and  also  to  assist 


adhesion,  a  little  fatty  material  such  as  mineral  oil  or  cetyl  alcohol, 
etc.,  could  be  added  to  the  powder. 

Colour  and  Perfume. — Of  the  main  types  of  colourings  used  in 
face  powders — pigments  such  as  the  oxides  of  iron,  soluble  dyestuffs 
and  insoluble  lakes — the  last  are  regarded  as  perhaps  the  most  satis- 
factory, and  often  used  in  conjunction  with  pigment.  If  it  is  desir- 
able to  use  a  soluble  colour,  the  alcohol-soluble  dyes  should  be  used 
in  preference  to  the  water-soluble.  In  view  of  the  wide  range  of 
colours  available,  much  time  could  be  saved  by  obtaining  three  or 
four  standard  shades  from  manufacturers  who  speciali.se  in  cosmetic 
colourings  and  producing  the  various  shades  required  by  varying 
the  proportions  of  each  shade  for  different  formulas.  Such  standard 
colours  as  ochre,  geranium  or  pink  lake,  and  burnt  sienna  would 
probably  be  satisfactory  for  the  majority  of  powder  tints.  For 
special  requirements,  such  as  green  or  purple  powders,  other  colour 
bases,  for  example  ultramarine,  eosin  and  cobalt  bases,  would  be 
needed.  As  regards  the  perfumes  used,  these  can  be  blended  to 
individual  taste  from  natural  or  synthetic  materials  or  can  be 
obtained  specially  prepared  from  essential  oil  and  perfume 
manufacturers,  and  chemists  will  be  well  advised  to  employ  the 
latter  type.  In  either  case,  they  should  be  incorporated  into  the 
powder  in  the  form  of  a  concentrate  dissolved  in  a  little  alcohol. 

Manufacture. — Of  the  various  methods  of  mixing  ingredients, 
the  following  will  probably  be  the  most  convenient  small-scale 
process.  The  weighed  amounts  of  pigments  are  rubbed  down 
thoroughly  with  a  portion  of  the  absorbents  (chalk  and  magnesium 
carbonate)  and  a  little  water.  The  mixture  is  then  dried  and 
ground.  In  this  way.  distribution  of  colour  is  most  satisfactorily 
carried  out.  The  perfume  solution  is  then  incorporated  thoroughly 
into  the  remainder  of  the  absorbent,  and  the  mixture  is  rubbed 
through  a  fine-mesh  silk  screen  with  a  brush  so  as  to  distribute  the 
perfume  uniformly.  The  colour  and  perfume  mixtures  are  then 
added  to  the  bulk  of  the  powder  and  the  mixing  is  continued  for  one 
to  two  hours.  The  powder  should  then  be  stored  for  a  week  or  two 
and  finally  passed  through  a  fine-mesh  sieve. 

Compact  Powders. — It  should  be  noted  that  the  basic  materials 
of  compacts  are  the  same  as  those  used  for  face  powders,  but  the 
amount  of  talc  is  usually  limited  to  50  per  cent,  to  minimise  any 
tendency  of  the  compressed  cake  to  crack.  A  binding  agent  such  a,s 
one  of  the  following  should  also  be  mixed  with  the  powders  before 
compressing :  Tragacanth,  acacia,  karaya  or  quince-seed  mucilages, 
methyl  cellulose,  etc.  Two  methods  of  mixing  can  be  adopted : 
(i)  the  mixed  ingredients  may  be  made  into  a  paste,  allowed  to  dry, 
granulated  and  compressed;  [1)  the  powder  base,  colour  and 
perfume  may  be  mixed,  moistened  with  the  binding  solution  and 
compressed,  the  finished  cakes  then  being  allowed  to  dry  in  a  warm 
oven.  In  the  formulas  for  loose  powders  given  below,  the  perfume 
and  colour  have  been  omitted.  The  amounts  will  vary,  but  should  be 
approximately  i  per  cent,  perfume,  1-5  per  cent,  colour.

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At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  held  in  Edinburgh,  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay  (chairman  of 
the  Executive)  in  the  chair,  short  papers  were  given  on  a  number 
of  subjects,  as  outlined  below : — 

Blood  Plasma  :  Problems  Connected  with  its  Storage,  Drying 
and  Filtering. — This  paper,  which  was  by  Messrs.  J.  P.  Todd,  Ph.D., 
Ph.C,  G.  R.  Milne,  Ph.C,  and  Gordon  Rattray,  Ph.C,  described 
how  plasma  is  transferred  from  its  original  container  to  a  second 
container.  The  yellowish  plasma  is  more  or  less  turbid,  owing 
largely  to  suspended  fat.  Filtration  through  a  5-on-3  sintered-glass 
filter  yields  a  transparent  amber  fluid  but  is  difficult  to  carry  out 
owing  to  choking  of  the  filter  with  traces  of  clot.  A  large-scale 
centrifuge  has  been  adapted  to  whirl  the  original  bottles  at  high 
speed  and  thus  render  filtration  easier.  Methods  of  storing  plasma 
vary  from  freezing  solid — to  which  some  objection  has  been  made — 
to  keeping  at  ordinary  room  temperatures,  the  usual  method  being 
to  store  in  a  refrigerator  at  a  temperature  a  degree  or  so  above 
freezing  point.  The  advantage  of  low-temperature  storage  is  that 
slight  contamination  by  micro-organisms  occurring  at  any  stage  of 
the  preparation  is  prevented  from  increasing.  The  method  is 
successful  provided  refrigerators  are  available  up  to  the  point  of 
use.  If  contamination  is  suspected  it  is  necessary  to  apply  tests  for 
sterility.  The  authors'  tests  consist  of  inoculation  of  two  c.c.s  of 
plasma  into  an  aerobic  broth  and  glucose-agar  tube,  followed  by  the 
usual  incubation.  Some  clotting  takes  place  during  storage  but  the 
clot,  if  not  excessive,  is  easily  removed  by  the  simple  filter  incor- 
porated in  the  administration  set.  Dilution  with  an  equal  volume 
of  normal  saline  solution  yields  a  plasma  less  liable  to  clotting, 
freedom  from  excessive  clotting  counterbalancing  to  some  extent 
loss  of  protein  through  dilution ;  it  also  renders  the  fluid  easier  to 
administer.  Presence  of  an  unsightly  clot  does  not  indicate  any  real 
deterioration.  Where  clotting  is  excessive  filtration  involves  many 
problems.  Contamination  during  filtration  is  possible  and  bacterial 
filters  using  asbestos  discs  are  unsuitable,  as  the  plasma  actually 
clots  when  passing  through,  though  the  clot  thus  produced  is  a 
transparent  jelly.  The  filtrate,  apart  from  newly-formed  clot,  is  an 
amber-coloured,  transparent  liquid,  but  clotting  seems  to  progress 
on  storage,  and  is  apparently  due  to  traces  of  metallic  ions  derived 
from  the  asbestos  pad  accelerating  the  fibrinogen-fibrin  process ;  it 
would  almost  appear  that  the  pad  catalysed  clot-formation.  Attempts 
are  being  made  to  produce  a  filter  pad  free  from  these  faults.  The 
strongest  argument  in  favour  of  drying  plasma  is  that  it  enables 
supplies  to  be  sent  abroad  for  use  in  conditions  unsuitable  for  storage 
or  transport  of  liquid  plasma.  Methods  of  drying  were  described. 
Spray  drying  has  been  carried  out,  yielding  a  product  easily  recon- 
stituted. The  process  is  almost  instantaneous  and  the  latent  heat 
of  evaporation  prevents  appreciable  temperature  rise  and  avoids 
denaturation ;  its  difficulty  lies  in  the  large  volume  of  air  necessary. 

Experiments  on  Pharmacopoeial  Pills. — Mr.  D.  H.  O.  Gemmell, 
Ph.C,  described  "Some  Experiments  Carried  Out  on  Compound 
Pill  of  Rhubarb,  Pill  of  Aloes  and  Pill  of  Colocynth  and  Hyoscyamus 
of  the  British  Pharmacopceia."  The  form  in  which  the  formulas  for 
official  pills  is  given  suggests  that  a  mass  of  suitable  consistence  was 
intended  to  be  made  up  and  the  required  weight  of  mass  taken, 
rolled  and  cut  into  the  appropriate  number  of  pills.  An  alternative 
method  is  often  adopted  for  convenience ;  to  have  the  medicaments 
ready  mixed,  add  the  excipient  to  the  easily-stored  powder,  and 
mass.  Two  pos.sible  lines  of  approach,  using  pulvis  pro  pil.  rhei  co.,  are 
to  make  a  sufficient  quantity  of  mass  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
syrup  of  liquid  glucose,  weigh  off  and  cut  into  4-gr.  pills ;  or  alter- 
natively, to  weigh  off  three-quarters  of  the  weight  of  the  final  pills 
(since  25  per  cent,  of  B.P.  formula  is  syrup  of  liquid  glucose),  add  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  syrup  of  liquid  glucose  to  mass,  and  divide 
into  the  requisite  number  of  pills. 

The  second  method  produces  pills  which  weigh  from  3-2  grains,  not 
4  grains,  and  these  hardly  fulfil  the  requirements  of  a  prescription 
for  4-gr.  rhubarb  pills.  In  my  opinion  the  first  method  is  officially 
correct,  in  that  the  pills  are  made  to  the  pharmacopceia!  directions 
and  are  always  of  the  same  size  (i.e.  weight),  though  there  fnight  be 
a  slight  variation  in  the  amounts  of  active  ingredients  according  to 
the  amount  of  syrup  used.  The  patient  is  no  doubt  more  influenced 
by  a  variation  in  size  from  one  pharmacy  to  the  next  than  by  a 
variation  of  5  per  cent,  in  the  active  ingredients  of  the  pills.  The 
formula  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  pil.  rhei  co.  mass,  when 
made  by  hand  using  the  suggested  quantity  of  syrup  of  liquid 
glucose,  is  too  soft  to  cut  and  roll  into  presentable  pills ;  5  per  cent, 
was  found  to  be  a  suitable  quantity,  but  the  amount  of  syrup  used 
by  a  group  of  dispensers  was  found  to  vary  from  i-o  gm.  to  7-8  gm. 
and  the  weight  of  mass  resulting  to  vary  from  76  gm.  to  82  gm. 


In  none  of  these  cases  did  the  amount  approach  that  suggestec 
the  Pharmacopoeia. 

In  pill  of  aloes,  B.P.,  the  allowance  for  syrup  of  liquid  glue 
is  10  per  cent.  It  was  found  that  a  mass  could  be  made  without 
use  of  any  excipient,  the  oil  and  the  soap,  previously  triturall 
acting  as  massing  agent.  Pills  made  with  10  per  cent,  of  syrup  \i 
rather  soft.  The  aloes  content,  with  excipient  from  nil  to  10 
cent.,  varies  from  58  to  65-2  per  cent.  In  pill  of  colocynth  J 
hyoscyamus  it  was  found  that  the  14  per  cent,  of  syrup  of  liq 
glucose  is  again  unnecessary ;  a  suitable  pill  was  obtained  with 
the  use  of  excipient,  giving  a  variation  of  4  per  cent,  in  the  a] 
and  scammony  and  2  per  cent,  in  the  colocynth  and  hyoscyamus 

The  observations  prompted  investigation  of  the  problem  from 
point  of  view  of  pill  manufacturers  who,  working  with  large  qual 
ties  and   automatic  machinery,    may  find    the  pharmacopc 
quantities  an  advantage,  but  whose  products  will  then  vary  c 
siderably  from  those  of  the  dispensing  counter.    The  only  ea' 
detectable  index  of  variation  seems  to  be  the  estimation  of 
essential  oil  which  can  be  distilled  off.    Recently  prepared 
estimated  hand-made  pills  were  found  to  give  a  high  oil-cont(| 
while  no  manufactured  sample  gave  an  oil  content  figure  approach 
that  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  low  figures  recorded  for  the  ma 
factured  pills  may  be  accounted  for  by  volatilisation  of  the  oil  dui| 
processing,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  relative  volatility  of 
three  oils.  Coated  pills  have  a  lower  oil  content  than  uncoated, 
no  doubt  to  the  heat  used  in  sugar  coating.   The  indications 
that  a  recently  made  pharmacy  pill  is  superior  to  a  manufactu] 
one,  though  the  figures  could  not  be  taken  to  indicate  any  Ic 
activity  of  the  manufactured  pills  against  hand-made. 

Test  for  Resins.— Mr.  E.  J.  Schom,  Ph.C,  dealt  with  "A  1| 
for  Resins  from  Drugs  Belonging  to  the  Family  Convolvulace; 
The  purgative  action  of  the  convolvulaceous  drugs  (ipomoea,  jal 
and  scammony)  is  regarded,  he  said,  as  being  due  to  the  rea 
which  they  contain.  Neither  the  Pharmacopoeia  nor  the  Co( 
includes  tests  of  identity  for  the  resins,  but  under  jalapin  the  Co( 
describes  certain  reactions.  The  reduction  of  ammoniacal  sil 
nitrate,  without  previous  hydrolysis,  and  of  Fehling's  solution,  all 
mineral-acid  hydrolysis,  are  typical  reactions.  These  reactions  n| 
be  regarded  as  general  tests  for  reducing  sugars,  and  it  was  o 
sidered  desirable  to  find  a  more  specific  reaction.  From  a  conside 
tion  of  the  suggested  chemical  structure  of  the  resins  it  was  thou 
that  the  production  of  methyl-pentose  as  a  hydrolysis  product  mij 
serve  as  a  basis  of  an  identity  test.  Experiments  were  perfom 
and  the  action  of  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  on  an  acet( 
solution  of  the  resin  was  adopted.  A  positive  reaction  was  a 
obtained  with  two  mils  of  an  acetone  tincture  (10  per  cent,  w/v) 
jalap  _tuber,  ipomoea  root  and  turpeth  root.  With  kaladana  si 
a  positive  reaction  was  not  obtained,  the  colour  produced  be 
deep  orange-red  without  the  characteristic  purplish  shade  exhibi 
by  the  other  drugs. 

Sterile  Plaster  of  Paris  Bandages. — A  paper  with  this  title  v 
read  by  Mr.  Gordon  Perrins,  Ph.C.  Whilst  sterilisation  of  plas 
of  Paris  bandages  is  not  important  when  they  are  applied  to  unbrol 
surfaces,  it  may  be  essential  when  applied  to  broken  surfaces.  Th 
are  three  sources  of  contamination :  the  basis  material,  the  exs 
cated  plaster  of  Paris,  and  the  substance  added  to  retard  or  acceler: 
setting;  if  the  bandages  are  prepared  by  hand,  a  further  source 
contamination  arises.  To  prepare  a  sterile  plaster  of  Paris  bandaj 
it  is  essential  that  the  bandage  material  .should  first  be  cut  ii 
requisite  length  and  width,  and  sterilised  by  dry  steam  for  one  he 
at  160'^  C.  The  plaster  of  Paris  should  be  placed  on  glass  or  enan 
trays,  in  thin  layers,  and  placed  in  a  cold  electric  oven,  the  contei 
being  heated  at  160°  C.  for  i|  hours  and  then  allowed  to  cool.  T 
bandage  material  is  impregnated  with  the  sterile  powder, the  manif 
lator  wearing  sterile  rubber  gloves ;  the  finished  plaster  is  plac 
in  a  sterile  tin,  which  is  then  sealed  to  keep  the  bandage  airtig 
until  used.  If  required,  a  compressed  paper  core,  perforated,  m 
be  used,  the  bandage  being  wound  loosely  round  this.  The  usi 
method  of  treatment  before  application  is  to  immerse  the  bandaj 
until  bubbling  ceases,  in  a  pail  or  deep  bowl  filled  with  waf 
to  a  depth  of  a  foot.  In  order  to  retain  the  sterility  of 
bandage,  tepid,  sterile  distilled  water,  in  a  sterile  bowl,  wou 
be  necessary.

South  American  Markets 

Although  the  report  of  the  Willingdon  Trade  Mission  to  South 
America  has  not  yet  been  published,  members  of  the  Institute  of 
Export  had  the  opportunity,  at  a  recent  meeting  in  London,  of 
hearing  the  personal  views  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Mission, 
Mr.  H.  S.  Mackintosh,  on  the  important  subject  of  the  South 
American  markets  in  relation  to  Great  Britain's  trade.  While 
Mr.  Mackintosh's  views  may  or  may  not  coincide  with  those  of  the 
Mission  as  a  whole,  they  are  certainly  clear-cut  and  constructive  and 
call  for  immediate  attention,  if  British  trade  with  the  South  American 
republics  is  to  be  maintained  on  anything  like  its  former  scale.  The 
position  as  seen  by  Mr.  Mackintosh  is  that,  under  present  conditions, 
business  with  the  South  American  countries  in  finished  consumer 
goods  is  very  likely  to  show  a  decline,  partly  because  of  the  trend 
to  self-sufficiency  in  the  larger  and  more  advanced  republics  and 
partly  because  of  the  present  economic  and  financial  problems  of 
these  countries,  largely  engendered  by  the  war.  The  important  part 
of  Mr.  Mackintosh's  survey,  however,  is  not  the  rather  sombre 
picture  outlined  above,  but  the  measures  he  suggests  for  over- 
coming the  difficulties  at  present  facing  British  e.xporters.  He  calls 
for  nothing  less  than  complete  revision  in  present  trading  methods, 
even  to  the  extent  of  arranging,  through  local  organisations,  for 
repacking  goods  shipped  in  bulk,  for  processing  and  repacking,  or 
for  entire  local  manufacture.  He  goes  so  far  as  to  suggest  that,  in 
some  cases,  British  industry  may  be  able  to  effect  merger  deals  with 
existing  local  manufacturers.  These  measures,  he  believes,  represent 
the  only  certain  long-term  programme  by  which  Britain  can  retain 
a  substantial  stake  in  the  South  American  republics  which,  on  the 
long-term  view,  must  take  their  place  among  the  most  thriving  in 
the  world.  Referring  to  the  question  of  representation  abroad,  the 
observation  was  made  that  in  the  past  far  too  few  British  business 
men  have  visited  these  overseas  markets  to  inspect  conditions  on 
the  spot.  Furthermore,  of  those  who  have  made  the  journey,  some 
are  considered  inadequately  qualified  for  the  purpose  in  hand.  This 
criticism  calls  for  serious  consideration  by  British  firms  engaged  in 
exporting  to  these  markets,  and  among  the  remedies  suggested  is  the 
sending  out  of  high  executives  who  have  a  sound  knowledge  of  their 
own  products,  and  who  are  authorised  to  make  important  decisions 
on  the  spot.  An  essential  qualification  for  such  representatives 
would  be  a  sound  knowledge  of  the  language  of  the  country. 

A  New  American  Journal 

The  first  number  of  "War  Medicine,"  a  new  bi-monthly  journal 
published  by  the  American  Medical  Association,  has  recently  appeared 
in  this  country.  The  publication  has  been  established  in  co-operation 
with  the  Division  of  Medical  Sciences  of  the  (American)  National 
Research  Council,  with  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  "preparedness 
and  to  aid  scientifice  advancement  in  relation  to  the  military,  naval, 
public  health  and  allied  services."  It  has  the  co-operation  of  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Services  and  the  Navy  Medical  Corps, 
and  proposes  to  deal  with  the  problems — often  unfamiliar  to  civilian 
physicians — involved  in  the  medical  care  of  troops  in  training  and 
in  the  field.  The  dangers  of  infections  arising  from  barracks  and  camp 
life  and  its  hygiene  and  sanitary  problems,  the  physiological  condi- 
tions of  deep  sea  and  high  altitude  warfare,  the  wounds  resulting 
from  mechanised  battle,  all  present  problems  which,  it  is  stated, 
"may  become  at  any  moment  the  intimate  and  immediate  concern 
of  any  and  every  physician  in  the  United  States."  For  some  time 
co-ordinating  machinery  has  been  in  operation  in  the  United  States 
to  ensure  standardisation  of  medical  procedures  to  be  used  for  the 
Army  and  Navy. 

The  first  number  includes  an  article  on  amphetamine  (benzedrine) 
sulphate  and  its  pharmacology,  where  it  is  concluded  that  the  use  of 
this  drug  is  not  advisable  for  dispelling  sleepiness  or  normal  fatigue, 
but  that  the  drug  usually  promotes  wakefulness  and  the  feeling 
of  well-being  while  decreasing  fatigue  and  boredom  following 
tedious  work.  An  initial  maximum  dose  of  lo  mgm..  and  an  optimal 
daily  dose,  rarely  exceeding  20  mgm.,  is  recommended.  Other 
subjects  dealt  with  are  medical  problems  in  aviation,  chemotherapy 
in  infectious  diseases  and  a  tabulation  of  over  twenty  toxic  effects 
resulting  from  the  use  of  sulphonamide  compounds.  In  an  article 
on  "Preparedness  with  Drugs  and  Medicinal  Chemicals,"  by  S.  De 
Witt  Clough,  it  is  stated  that  a  serious  position  is  recognised  in 
relation  to  sources  of  crude  drugs,  such  as  belladonna  and  hyoscyamus 
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and  the  consequent  shortage  of  crude  drug  products  such  as 
hyoscine.  It  is  considered  possible  to  cultivate  sufficient  belladonna 
in  the  United  States  to  meet  civil  and  military  requirements  and  to  * 
utilise  stramonium  as  a  source  of  atropine  sulphate.  Cultivation 
of  belladonna  in  the  States  since  the  last  war  has  been  practically 
abandoned,  but  that  of  digitalis  has  been  maintained,  though  at  a 
yield  insufficient  to  meet  all  demands.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be 
an  increase  in  the  domestic  cultivation  of  this,  and  such  other  medi- 
cinal plants  as  are  adapted  to  the  soil  and  climate  of  the  various 
States  and  that  experimental  work  will  be  done  on  other  essential 
plants  not  yet  cultivated. 

On  the  subject  of  research  suggestions  are  made  for  the 
agricultural  departments  of  the  State  universities  and  colleges  for 
research  on  the  adaptability,  yields  and  extraction  processes  in 
relation  to  crude  drugs.  The  author  states  that  over  175  plants 
used  for  drugs  are  now  cultivated  in  the  States,  but  expects  seventy-

Mode  of  Action. — Sulphanilamide  and  its  derivatives  are  not 
iseptics,  that  is  they  do  not  kill  bacteria  directly,  like  phenol 
hypochlorite  solutions.

During  the  few  days  of  business  this  week  conditions  on  the  markets  have 
been  rather  quiet.  Values  of  natural  commodities  and  manufactured 
products  are  mostly  steady,  but  a  few  price  changes,  usually  towards 
higher  levels,  are  noted.  There  is  little  to  comment  upon  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  markets,  where  routine  business  continues,  with  few 
price  alterations.  There  has  been  a  fairly  good  call  for  Crude  Drugs,  but 
lack  of  supplies  of  a  number  of  products  makes  business  a  matter  of  some 
difficulty.  Quotations  are  mostly  unchanged,  with  several  notable  excep- 
tions. Demand  for  Agar  exceeds  supply,  and  prices  of  available  stocks  are 
consequently  at  a  higher  level.  English  producers  of  Antimony  have  again 
raised  their  prices.  A  better  demand  is  noted  for  Benzoin.  Buchu 
continues  quiet  and  steady,  with  spot  business  limited  to  odd  bales. 
Dealers'  quotations  for  1940  Cascara  sagrada  bark  are  maintained. 
Spices,  including  Chillies,  Cloves,  Peppers  and  Pimento,  have  again 
been  in  steady  call,  and  prices  show  a  firm  tendency.  Spot  quotations 
for  Colocynth  are  higher.  Demand  for  Derris  root  has  been  quieter 
than  of  late.  Firm  conditions  obtain  for  Gum  acacia.  Minas  Ipecacuanha 
is  firmer  for  shipment.  Supplies  of  Chinese  Menthol  are  insufficient  to 
meet  the  demand,  and  prices  continue  to  show  an  increase.  Rhubarb 
continues  firm,  with  only  small  stocks  of  good-quality  rough-round  available 
on  spot.  Rubber  was  steadier  at  the  close.  Waxes  are  steady  at  the 
figures  given  last  week.  Little  of  interest  has  occurred  during  the  past 
few  days  in  the  Essential  Oils  markets ;  business  has  again  been  con- 
fined to  small  quantities.  The  Ministry  of  Food  has  announced  that  there 
will  be  no  change  in  the  existing  prices  of  oils  and  fats  allocated  to  primary 
wholesalers  and  large  trade  users  for  the  four  weeks  ending  June  28.  The 
demand  for  Anise  (star)  continues,  and  values  are  exceedingly  firm. 
Cananga  is  quiet  at  the  higher  level  recorded  last  week.  Prices  for  Cassia 
are  nominal.  Values  of  English-made  Clove  have  moved  up  in  sympathy 
with  recent  rises  in  the  price  of  Zanzibar  cloves.  Lemongrass  is  firm  at 
higher  prices.

Through  your  columns,  if  you  will  allow,  I  should 
like  to  convey  the  thanks  of  the  directors  of  Yardley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  of 
myself,  and  to  say  how  much  those  kind  thoughts  have  been  appreciated.

Purchase  Tax  and  N.H.I. — Your  correspondent  "A  Scottish  Chemist" 
(C.  &  D.,  May  24,  p.  318)  finds  it  difficult  to  understand  why  I  made  such 
a  mis-statement  on  the  matter  of  the  purchase  tax  on  N.H.I,  prescriptions. 
It  was  done  merely  to  ensure  further  publicity  on  the  weird  and  lazy 
arrangement  which  results  in  the  Scottish  chemist  once  again  being  a  loser, 
as  I  pointed  out  in  my  letter.  To  "A  Scottish  Chemist "  are  due  the  thanks 
of  his  colleagues  for  his  eftort  in  continuing  the  publicity  and  likewise  the 
C.  &  D.  for  the  courtesy  of  its  columns. — /.  M.  Williamson,  Glusgoiv. 

Involuntary  Concentration. — A  man  who  has  built  up  a  business 
thi'ough  years  of  hard  work  is  not  over-anxious  to  shut  it  up  and  lose  his 
connexion  voluntarily.  He  is  more  likely  to  carry  on  as  long  as  he  can  in 
the  hope  of  being  able  to  tide  over  until  the  return  of  more  normal  times. 
Of  course,  if  his  trade  drops  to  such  an  extent  that  there  is  no  prospect  of 
holding  on  for  a  period  the  length  of  which  cannot  be  foreseen,  then  he  is 
compelled  to  close  to  avoid  debt  or  bankruptcy.  An  extra  hardship  is 
incurred  by  shopkeepers  who  live  on  their  premises,  for  closing  the  shop 
may  mean  abandoning  a  home  and  finding  new  accommodation  at  a  rent 
more  in  accordance  with  reduced  circumstances.  The  alternative  to 
voluntary  (or  involuntary)  closing  is  compulsory  shutting  of  a  proportion 
of  shops  in  each  locality.  The  problems  to  settle  would  be  which  shops 
should  be  closed,  and  who  should  act  as  assessor.  So  far,  one  can  only 
consider  the  possibilities  of  the  situation,  for  it  is  reported  (p.  278)  that 
proposals  will  shortly  be  made  to  enable  retail  traders  to  meet  the  existing 
conditions  and  until  these  are  known  one  cannot  estimate  what  the  position 
will  be.— S/W  (3/5). 

N.H.I.  Pay. — I  support  your  arguments  on  the  alteration  in  the 
income  limits  for  National  Health  contributions,  which  will  bring  500,000 
more  persons  into  the  Insurance  scheme  (C.  &  D.,  May  31,  p.  327).  The 
more  persons  brought  into  medical  benefit  the  greater  the  claim  of  the 
pharmacist  to  be  the  nation's  dispenser  of  medicine,  certainly,  yet  unless 
the  work  earns  its  own  income  without  relying  on  the  chemist's  other  trade 
to  provide  the  basic  overhead  expenses,  it  is  not  going  to  benefit  pharmacy. 
On  the  contrary,  the  more  panel  work  the  chemist  receives  at  the  present 
scale  of  dispensing  fees,  the  less  time  he  will  have  to  attend  to  that  part 
of  his  business  which  pays  the  rent.  Apart  from  private  dispensing  lost 
there  will  be  the  loss  of  the  counter  custom  of  these  half  a  million  people 
for  simple  remedies,  "ov/n-name"  preparations,  and  dressings  of  all  kinds. 
If  the  whole  of  the  population  were  brought  into  medical  benefit,  including 
wives  and  children,  there  would  be  no  counter  trade  in  drugs  or  dressings 
left  to  the  chemist,  and  with  the  prospect  of  proprietary  remedies  being 
on  sale  in  any  shop  in  packs  from  threepence  upwards,  a  complete  revision 
of  the  Tariff  would  be  absolutely  necessary  if  the  chemist  were  to 
continue  to  exist. — Panelite  (31/5). 

A  Higher  Professional  Code-Wanted. — It  was  with  great  interest  that 
I  read  the  article  entitled  "A  Young  Man's  Outlook  on  Pharmacy" 
( C.  &■  D.,  April  12,  p.  231)  which  is  a  very  fair  representation  of  the  new 
generation  of  pharmacists  now  taking  its  place  in  shops  and  dispensaries 
of  Britain.  As  a  comparative  newcomer  to  pharmacy  I  feel  that  this 
profession  is  one  that  demands  a  vocational  call  as  strong  as  do  the 
ministry,  nursing  profession  or  the  medical  services.  Not  only  should 
this  sense  of  public  responsibility  be  present  in  the  heart  of  the  pharmacist, 
but  this  has  to  be  maintained  despite  the  lack  of  appreciation  that  the 
public  seems  to  show  towards  the  high  technical  skill  and  good  standard  of 
education  required  to  pass  the  qualifying  examinations.  Amidst  all 
demands,  the  poor  pharmacist  has  not  much  leisure  to  sit  in  the  sun  and 
enjoy  life,  nor  has  he  time  to  consider- how  he  is  getting  on  financially  and 
socially  in  the  larger  comumnity  which  he  serves.  For  years  pharmacists 
have  worked  in  a  market  where  insecurity  was  the  biggest  fear,  but  now  the 
newer,  intenser  war  dangers  compel  him  to  attempt  to  rationalise  his  fears, 
real  and  imaginary,  to  picture  his  social  position,  and  to  compare  his 
professional  standing  with  the  other  professions.  In  many  respects  modern 
business  conditions  resemble  the  natural  order  of  competition  between 
species,  and  in  this  battle  of  nature  one  lesson  stands  out  so  clear  that  it 
compels  the  observer  to  reflect  on  its  significance.  In  this  battle  the  species 
which  combines  the  most  with  its  fellows -stands  the  greatest  chance  of 
survival.  It  is  much  more  important  that  they  combine  effectively  than 
that  each  is  self-reliant.  The  lack  of  combination  is  the  downfall  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profession.  To  an  ever-increasing  educational  standard 
the  pharmacists  are  called,  but  on  any  better  moral  standard  everyone  is 
silent.  There  seems  to  be  an  almost  inexplicable  difference  between  brains 
and  intelligence,  but  probably  it  is  a  moral  one.  A  brainy  criminal  is  quite 
probable,  an  intelligent  one  is  unlikely.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  insists 
on  brains,  but  says  nothing  about  intelligence.  This  explains  why  a  waiter 
can  earn  more  than  a  pharmacist,  and  a  bus  driver  more  than  an  improver. 
The  time  that  this  unhappy  state  of  affairs  exists  depends  on  how  long  it 
takes  the  new  pharmaceutical  generation  to  see  that  what  is  lacking  in 
pharmacy  is  not  price  rings  or  educational  bars,  but  a  higher  professional 
moral  standard. —  Improver.  ,

Tax  on  Iodine  Sprinkler  Phials. — W.  &  Co.  (6/5). — By  a  decision  o 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  iodine  tubes,  i.e.  small  sprinkle! 
phials  filled  with  iodine  for  direct  application  to  a  wound,  are  chargeabl( 
with  purchase  tax  under  class  19  at  the  rate  of  i6f  per  cent. 

Protective  Creams. — W.  B.  &  Co.  (1/5). — An  abstract  on  the  type  0 
creams  used  by  industrial  workers  to  protect  their  hands  from  varioa 
irritants  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  17,  1940,  p.  91,  the  followinf 
being  a  typical  formula : — • 

Proprietary  mixture  of  cetj'l  and  stearyl 

alcohols  containing  sulphated  derivatives  12 
Liquid  paraffin  .  .        .  .        .  .        .  .  12 

Lanolin,  anhydrous    .  .        .  .        .  .        .  .  6 

Water   . .        . .        . .        . .        . .        . .  70 

Perfume  .  .        .  .        .  .        .  .        . .    as  required 

The  ingredients,  except  the  perfume,  are  heated  together  on  a  water 
bath  until  emulsification  is  effected.  The  product  is  then  stirred  until 
cold,  and  the  perfume  incorporated. 

Leatherjacket  Bait. — W.    S.    (20/5). — The   following  recommended 
poison  bait  for  leatherjackets  is  sufficient  for  one  acre : — 
Paris  green  i  lb.  Coarse  bran  25  lb. 

Sprinkle  the  Paris  green  on  the  bran  and  mi.x  thoroughly.  Gradually 
moisten  with  water  until  the  bran  is  coated  with  the  Paris  green.  About 
I  gallon  of  water  should  be  necessary  to  make  the  bran  just  moist.  The 
bait  should  be  spread  thinly  on  the  surface  of  the  land  as  soon  as  possible 
after  mixing,  preferably  in  the  late  afternoon  during  moist,  mild  weather. 

Potato  Blight. — A.  S.  (23/5). — ^This  disease  begins  on  shoots  produced 
by  blighted  tubers  left  in  the  fields  the  previous  autumn,  and  may  also  start 
at  any  point  in  a  crop,  on  shoots  from  blighted  tubers  that  were  planted 
with  healthy  ones.  It  can  be  controlled  and  prevented  by  wet  spraying  or 
dusting,  but  these  measures  may  do  more  harm  than  good  in  industrial 
areas  where  acid  fumes  exist  in  the  atmosphere.  For  wet  sprays,  freshly 
prepared  Bordeaux  or  Burgundy  mixtures  are  recommended.  A  formula 
for  the  former  contains  10  lb.  of  copper  sulphate  (98  per  cent,  pure), 
12^  lb.  hydrated  lime  in  100  gallons  of  water.  Burgundy  mixture,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  prepared  in  the  same  way,  but  contains  i2|-  lb.  washing  soda 
instead  of  the  hydrated  lime.  Dusting  is  carried  out  with  copper  powders 
and  although  less  efficient  than  spraying  is  speedier  and  even  more  con- 
venient. It  should  be  carried  out  early  in  the  morning  while  the  dew  is  still 
on  the  leaves.  The  powder  should  contain  at  least  15  per  cent,  to  20  per 
cent,  of  metallic  copper  or  i8-8  per  cent,  of  copper  oxide,  or  23  per  cent,  of 
copper  hydroxide.  In  Southern  and  coastal  districts,  spraying  or  dusting 
the  haulm  with  copper  compounds  should  be  a  routine  summer  operation. 
In  the  Midland  and  Northern  districts,  it  is  generally  sufficient  to  make  sure 
that  the  tubers  are  protected  by  proper  earthing  up  and  by  cutting  or 
destroying  diseased  haulm  before  lifting  or  by  lifting  only  in  fine  weather.
